Mr. Gotigb that ho was making money 
out of the temperance cause, and there- 
fore there were not a few iuipucuod his 
motives.

fix came to mean "uisciple" or ''imitator" 
of some religious teacher of saint. So 
we have Maol Colm (Malcolm), "a dis-. 
ciple of St. Colm," the founder of Ton:i; 
Maol Isa (Jlelissey), "a disciple of Jesus;" 
Maol Jlhuiro (M'allory), "a disciple of 
Mary," Malone. Maloncy, and Muldoon 
are names formed in. thia way.

names of most nations. 
Among the 


Irish they originated, not more than two 
centuries ago, in the nicknames of the 
common clansmen. As samples there lire 
Finn (in Gaelic written lionn), which 
means "white;"' Dnff 
(dubh), "black;"

Coffee is the principal produce of 


Braidl, growing in the mountain country, 
being bettor as the hills sic steeper, .111 cl 
amounting to 4,000,500 bags annually. 
Coifee-growing 
is an 
interesting in- 


dustry. 
The seed is first sown, and 


wlica the bush is about two feet high it 
is transplanted in rows about four feet 
apart. In four years the bush bears 
fruit, and thereafter for forty years, the 
tree being in full vigor from its tenth 
year until it decays at forty. 


Tim labor is done by slaves, many 


planters 
owning hundreds of 
thorn. 


After the fruit is gathered it is thrown I 
into larjjc, open yards, paved .with rock 


j and stone, and on a grado -sufficient to 


run the water away. Aftor-sorne days I 
exposure to the sun, the .berries'being ! 
dry, they are put in the • crusher to 
fsjiapito 
thu 
coffee • from tlie husk. 


Tlio 
coffee to then .passed 'through 


large and 
small sleeves, one under 


the other, with a large fun r.L i!ie 
buck of thorn, by which moans the cof- 
fco is relieved of ihe husks and graded 
according to tho size of the grain. The 
best is sent to the burnisher, which gives 
it an additional market valuo, and to ob- 
tain a still fancier quality, though this in 
reality is only a question of tha eye, the 
grain is placed in a tank half full of a de- 
coction of green coffee , beans and water. 
After remaining there several days this 
dyed grain is dried -and 
burnished and 


sold as extra fancy, though it is really no 
better than the other as far us the quality 
or taste is concerned. This work is all 
done by appliances on the plantations, 


| and 1 was told very recently that several 
! planters have as much as $230,000 in- 


j vested in machinery of all kinds. This 


j system of getting the coffee ready for the 


i maVket is of course only employed by 


i i.ho wealthy planters. There are many
